A feeble invalid, I write to you this beau-
tifulymorning, and if the tone of my letter
breathes somewhat of sadncss, you will par-
den it, I know, when youlearn the circum-
stances by which some of us have been sur-
rounded.

This is a quiet little farm-house, where
every thing is elean and neat, and the peo-

le iving here have real Southern liearts;

Only two days haye
elapsed since two your men from Suwmter
breathed their lust, and are now at
rest. There was no mother's hand to wipe
the cold sweat of death from their brow,;
but as soldiers they dicd in defence of
their own fair Southern land, and one of
them died with b's Christiun rnoron. His
was o triumphant death; and I could not
feel so sad on account of him, becuuse 1
felt assured that he was in heaven, with
the angels wad God, but my other friend
had no reasonuble hope—the futare was
dark und full of doubt, and 1his § ‘g that
fills my heart with sorrow.  There has been
much sickness in the camps, most of the
cases being measles, and the eold rains
which have lately visited us did them no
good. Dut our general health iz better
now.

Of course, we have but few comforts
here—ours is a rough lite-—and w» are
doing well when properly furnished with
clothing nod nourishing food; but there are
some comfborts that we can carry with us
in every march, and upon every battie ficld
P'rayer is sweeter to me here than ever it
was at howe, acd when all other Looks are
denied, the pages of the Holy Seripture
seews lit up with a brightor light, every
sceming nearer and dearer thaw
ever it was befure.

We have already published the facts of
the scizare of Puducah by Federal forces.
This has been very naturally followed by
an invasion from the Confederate forces.
Columbus has been seized by the latter.
Gov. Harris, of Tennessee, telegiaphed to
Gov. Magoffin that the movements of troo
upon Hickman was without his knowledge
or consent; that he believed it was without
authority of President Duvis, and that he
had telegraphed to President Davis reques-
ting him  to countermand the move-
went.

The resalt of all this, as we are advised
from a source we believe perfectly reliable
is, that Gov. Harris telegraphed to Gen.
Polk to withdraw his forees sent into Ken-
tucky; that he also telegraphed to Secreta-
ry Walker to the same effect; that
Secretary Walker ordered General Polk
to withdraw his forces from Kentucky
that General Polk roplied saying that
that the occupation of Columbus was a
wilitary nceessity because the Federal fur-
ces us he was satistactorily informed, would
occupy the place in twenty-four hwours; that
thercupon Gen. Polk was left to his own
discretion.

These statements are substantially sus-
‘taived by a communication to the Kentuc-
o ‘Legis'ature from some Tenuessce Com-
Juissioners, sent by Gov. Harris. W hat
steps Gen. Polk will take under this state
of uffairs, we are not advised, but he has
shown himselt master of the oceasion, and
will most likely adhere tuo his posi-
tion.

Foints of Interest in the West.

Condition of Paducah.

From the regular Cuiro correspondent
of the St. Louis Republican wa copy the
following picture of the presrut condition of
Paducah, now in the possession of Yankee
troops. This is the condition thatthe ve-
nal press and tory representatives in the Le-
gislature have brought Kentucky to by
“loyal neutrality.” Ao outraged peo—
ple will remewber the adthors of the
evils :

“Here in Padueah considerable terror
lias arisen among th2 inhabitants and thou-
sands would leave if they could. House-
hold furniture is being constantly removed
in skiffs; and what other eonveynuces can
be got to safer points. Ifaffuirs in Kentuc-
ky continue in their preseut state three
wecks longer, the town will be almost de-
populated. Nuwmberless eligant residences
are deserted and stand silent wonuments
of bligLting secession among the clustering
vines and trees. Society seews to have al-
ready fled, and gloom and horror taken
possession.  Not a carriageis scen upon
the streets, or lady upen the beautiful
walks.

“The storcs are many of them closinz,
and wagons with boxed up gools standing
instead of customers before the doors. In
no place yet have I seen so bitterly hostile
a feeling cxisting against the Unicn as
here  Scowling, angry glances wateh with
what seems an intense hatred, every move-
ment of a passing soldier. Some of the
wells have been poisoned where the camps
get their water and many similcr acts per-
petrated.  Secession is the rule and Union
the rare exception.  Whether Uncle Sam
hasany medicine as strongas the complaint
1s still an open question., On the streets
people wear sccession caps, and boast
that before the weck closes every federal
will be driven out. The telepraph wires
have been cut through the town and lie
across the sidewalk orare twined around
trees.”

Anunother correspondent writing from Pa-
dueuh, says :

*I'lie hostile feeling is not at all hidden,
and Unele Saw need not expeet either aid
our eomfbort from them. The stampede of
